must have power to com pel em ployers to sign written agreem ents 
with their workers, and since then the N LR B and the War Labor 
Board have insisted on written agreements. 
W hile that may b<* all well and good, if the em ployer breaks a 
w ritten contract, ft is a violation of the W agner act and H eaven alone 
m n knows what other labor laws, while if the union breaks the contract 
-as m any autom obile unions have d one from time to time— the 
em ployer can only whistle. 
There is no penalty. 
It is disingenuous 
for the governm ent to insist on written contracts as long as there 
is no equality of penalty for both parties if either breaks the contract. 
In the M ontgom ery Ward case all these remarks are pertinent. 
T he written agreement, the right of unions to coerce workers but 
denied to the com pany, the right of unions to discriminate am ong 
workers but denied to the com p an y— all these and other points ar* 
involved. 
No matter how the M ontgom ery W ard case works out, as long 
us federal law or federal agencies com pel the em ployer to bargain 
in good faith, but not unions; com pel em ployers to put agreements 
in writing, but not unions; forbids the em ployer to intimidate or 
coerce workers or encourage or discourage union m em bership, while 
it fails to forbid even the most flagrant forms of intimidation, c o ­ 
ercion or violence on the part of union officials; as long as federal 
laws against unreasonable restraint of trade, under the Supreme 
( ourt decision last year, apply to everybody else but exem pt labor 
unions— as long as this state of affairs prevails, w e are going to have 
em ployers protesting. 
A nd rightly so.
